Montagu White, the Transvaal unoffl 


clal representative here, is authority 
for the statement that the war iu 
South Africa would end speedily if 
Great Britain were made to realize 
that her policy toward the Boers is 
condemned by the American people 
writes the Washington correspondent 
of the New York Sun. Mr. White has 
received scores of resolutions and let 
ters expressing sympathy with the 
South Africa" r<iniih]i£<i.fi-nm. organiza- 
tions, meetings and individuals all over 
the country. Up to this time he has 
refrained from expressing his view i in 
regard to the South African struggle 
and the feeling in America on the sub- 
ject. 


"I liave sounded many of the fore- 


most men of the country and have 
wanted to investigate before speak 
ing," he said. "Now, I have no doubt 
tbat the great majority. of people in 
the United States stand by the cause 
of the Boer In the present struggle." 


Mr. White's parents took him to Cape 
Colony before he was a year old. He

"There are three channels through 


which American sympathy for the 
Boers can fiud a ready and an entire- 
ly unobjectionable outlet," was the an- 
swer. "More than these my present 
position prevents me from indicating. 


First.—Tliere rras an absence of at 


equate hospital and ambulance organ 
izatten among the Boers at the begin 
nla£ of the war. Tho equipment ba 
been much improved, and 1 think then 
are now sutllpient ambulance corps 
But money is sadly needed for medica 
comforts purchasable on the spot anc 
for the further relief of sufferers. Th« 
Transvaal government had no lord 
mayor's fund and friends with unlirn 
ted money who combine charity with 
a desire for titles and social notoriety 


"Second.—By expressions of sympa- 
hy for the Boers who are fighting over 
again in South Africa and for the same 
principles the battle which was begun 


j by the American colonists In 177S 
against British oppression. Slany par- 
allels could be dnnrn between their 
struggles, which are separated less by 
the nature of the cause than by the 
lapse of time. 


"Third.—The most Important point Is 


to convey to the British fforernment 
the depth of sympathy and the extent 
of the feeling which are already srous- 
ed and •which are growing stronger and 
stronger every day. Great Britain can 
afford to forfeit the friendship of any 
other nation in the world better than 
tbat of the "Dnlted States. The moral 
support of the American nation is at 
tills moment a national and political 
necessity. 
"It Great Britain once realizes that 
the American people do not Indorse her 
action in this war and that, though 
they may value English kinship, they 
execrate the present policy of the Brit- 
ish government, the war In South Af- 
rica would come to a speedy and satis- 
factory end. 


"You aslc me whether the success of 


Boer arms has not had the effect upon 
American people of causing them to, 
sympathize with the Boers. I answer 
you, 'Yes.' No bnue man loves a cow- 
ard, although the coward Is being op- 
pressed. 
Every brave man admires 


another brave man. When the Ameri- 
can people saw a little nation, whose 
whole population does not equal that 
of some of the ordinary cities of. the 
United States, stand in the way of the 
combined armies of an empire of 400,- 
Xto.OOO people and when time after 
time the attention of tie repoblla was 


arrested by their valor la arms, tuer 
paused to consider. 


"The South African republics were 


driven into the present war because 
they stood in the way of the British 
capitalistic domination.' They were a 
stumbling block iu the path of Mr. 
Cecil Hliodes and of Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain. 
You have a doctrine In the 


United States that America is for 
Americans. Teu thousand cities away 
In South Africa old, gray boarded' men. 
peaceful farmers uhd fathers of fam- 
ilies, are. standing..-.side by side with 
their grandsons and laying down their 
lives for a similar doctrine. 
'Africa 


for the Afrikanders.' 
This is their 


Monroe doctrine. 


"A U>ng continuation of this wsr will 


serve to set Africa far back iu the 
progress which she was just begiauhig 
to mnke.. What we want more than 
anything in the world is peace. The 
statement that the republic began the 
war is, as every fair minded American 
knows, only quibbling. For five years 
-Mr. Uecll Rhodes and his followers 
have exhausted every resource to force 
this struggle on the Boers, and, w!Jb 
the assistance of Mr. Chamberlain and 
Sir Alfred Milner, they succeeded ou 
the Uth of October. 1S9IJ. 


"Do uot forget tbat during the nego- 


tiations which led up to the \vnr, when 
I'resideut Kruger made concession aft- 
er concession in the interests of peace, 
until England had practically obtained 
more than she asked for, each uew 
cuucussiou on his part was greeteil 
by the yellow press of England as a 
sign of surrender. 
In view of what 


happened, might uot nay overt action 
on President Kruger's j>a_rt in the di- 
rection of asking mediation bo taken 
again by the enemies of the republics 
as a sign that the Boers wt-re weaken- 
ng and that their ammunition was ex- 
lausted, etc.? No. 1 don't see how 
President Kruger can make the first 
idvnnees. As a man whose fortunes 


future nre wrapped up iu South 


Africa, who loves the land aud whose 
ambition is to return there. I cannot 
express how earnest is my desire for 
>«ice. 
It will be remembered that

The C^ntwnary of llehtu. 


The celebration of the centenary of 


Heine, which was announced as an im- 
posing literary ceremony, was melan- 
choly enough. A dozen or so o- jour- 
nalists, chiefly German and English.

To Manila After Long Months of 


a Running Fight. 


Stories of Great Hardship] Told by Lima 


Soldier* Who are Following Old 


Glory in the Orieni. 


After many weeks of anxiety have 


been suffered by many .Lima families 
who have relatives and friends in the 
Philippines, letters from (he absent 
soldiers boys arc again being received 
and so far as is known at present, poor 
Newton Eesse, late of Troop I, Fourth 
U.S. Cavalry, is the only Lima boy 
who has lost a is life in McKinley's 
war of conquest in the orient. Nearly 
every letter ralates stories of great 
hardships that tie boys have suffered. 
One letter just received from -Edgar B. 
Beall, of Troop L, Fourth Cavalry, 
says in part: 


"Well, we are bsck in quarter again 


at last, after beiag In the field since 
October 8th, of last -year, and we have i 
had a bard -time of it. too. We have 
been chasing natives- all over the 
northern part of the liazoa island, up 
through the mountaios.and everywhere 
else. We were oat go long- and did so 
much hard service that

"Were completely worn out. We were 
out of clothes, some of us were even 
barefooted, and about three fourths of 
my troop were included in the sick 
report. But at last the order came to 
report at Manila and we were not long 
in getting in. Since we have arrived 
here at Passay barracks aad have se- 
cured some clean clothes and some 
good rations, we feel raach better. 
We? lived on half rations so- long that 
we did not know what a square rneal 
was until we reached here. We have 
not been paid since September.*** 
We expect to return to the states 
about next July and possibly before 
then.*** Ora Cavins is well but he 
is the only one of the Lima boys I 
have yet seen. From what I* can learn 
however, they are all alive- and well, 
except Newton Beece, of I teoop, who 
was drowned over a month ago. His 
troop was mounted on native ponies 
and they were fording a river when 
the swift current swept the ponies off 
their feet and Keece and another pri- 
vate were drowned.
